PATROL HIT BY 


Electric Vehicle Collides with 
Wagon and the Po- 
licemen Lose Their 

Human Charge.

SIDNEY CLARK IS MISSING. 


— 

A patrol wagon taking a prisoner to a 
sanitarium collided with an automobile 
driven by Walter D. Glenn in Lincoln Park 
last night. While the policemen from the 
Wagon were struggling with the automobile 
to induce it not to leap off the driveway to 
the floor of the tunnel beneath, a distance of 
twenty feet, the sick man in the patrol- 
wagon gathered his blankets about him and 
fied. Pedestrians in the park saw in the 
dim twilight a warlike figure swaddled in 
bedclothes galloping through the drives 
and thought it was a ghost. 

The sick man was Sidney Clark, who was 
being taken to a West Side sanitarium. 
When last seen he was racing for the lake, 
and, although the park policemen hunted 
vigorously for him after the accident, he 
could not be found, and his friends are afraid» 
something serious has befallen him. 


Prostrated by the Shock. 


the shock occasioned by the incident affected 
him to such an extent that last night he 


trained nurse. The material damage done 
by the collision was a badly bruised patrol 
wagon horse, into which the automobile 

bumped several times with the force of a 
battering ram. 
Mr. Glenn, who lives at 200 La Salle ave- 
nue, was taken in the wagon to the Halsted 

Street Police Station, where he explained 
that he did not intentionally collide with 

the patrol wagon, but that his automobile 

became unmanageable. He was released 
without being booked. He is.secretary for 
President Suddard of the West Park board. 
He is an enthusiast in out of door sports, 
and besides the contrary-minded automobile 
owns a yacht and plays golf. 

Manner of Collision. 
rns incident occurred at 7:30 o'clock. The 
patrol wagon had been called to 980 North 
Clark street to take Clark to a West Side 
The Wagon was driven by Offi- 
cer Thomas. Byrne. Policemen F. Morris 
and Lewis Woehr were in the wagon: They 
loaded Clark in and started south through 
Lincoln Park. While ‘going at a slow trot 
along the driveway that leads into Dearborn 
avenue they noticed an automobile speeding 
along in the same direction they were going. 
Driver Byrne pulled his-horses over to the 
right, and the wagon was abreast of the ma- 
chine, when the automobile operator sud- 
denly increased the speed of his machine and 
it raced diagonally across the road. 


Machine Runs Amuck. 


Byrne jerked his horses to one side to avoid 
a collision, but the automobile struck the 


horse on that side and passed on, getting im- 


mediately in front of the team. Then Glenn, 
who was the operator, had more trouble 
with the machinery and the automobile gal- 
loped down on the patrol wagon like a center 
rush trying for a ten-yard gain through the 
line. Byrne jerked his horses again to one 
side, but again one of the horses received the 
glancing impact of the automobile’s charge. 

Policemen Morris and Woehr, with their 
hands on their patient’s shoulder, now put 
their heads out of the wagon and added their 
advice. Morris jumped from the wagon, 
raced ahead, and caught Glenn's arm, but 
too late to avoid the automobile again 
smashing into the patrol wagon team. The 
automobile passed in front of the horses and 
made straight for the side of the driveway. 
The machine tore through the wires strung 
along the drive to keep people off the grass 
and iu a moment more would have taken the 
leap to the bottom of the tunnel below. 


Leave Patient; Savé Vehicle.

The answer of President McKinley is to 
the effect that China must continue to pro- 
tect the envoys afid must not only protect.

President's Reply Is Pointed. 

The President’s note is excessively kindly, 
but it contains a strong suggestion that un- 
less the imperial government restores order 
immediately nothing will be left for the 
allies but to create a new government, either 
native or foreign, and in the latter case 
there might be a necessity to divide up the 
country in such a way as to fix the respon- 
sponsibility and assure peace. The pur- 
pose of the President not to participate in 
any partition of China is made clear, but 
chiefly as a means of urging the imperial 
government to preserve the good will of the 
allies, which can be done only by restoring 


order at once and furnishing absolute guar- 


antee of peace in the future. 

This note from China, which the President 
answered today, is, as has been previously 
stated, not à request for mediation, but 
rather a personal appeal for indulgence.

This statement was made today by Sir 
Halliday MacArtney, the British attaché 
of the Chinese Embassy here. This is the 
first statement to which MacArtney has 
committed himself since the reported mas- 
sacre, and it obtains general credence. 

It is believed here he could not so pledge 
himself unless absolutely assured of the | 
truth. 2 | 

It is also said Li Hung Chang has offered 
to the powers to undertake a mission to 
Pekin to secure the release and safe con- 
duct of the foreigners, but urged that he 
could only promise success if empowered to 
assure the authorities at Pekin that the 
allies entertained no design upon China 
beyond punitive measures against those re- 
sponsible for the murder of the German Am- 
bassador. 

The reply of the powers has not yet been 
sent, but MacArtney’s statement seems to 
promise the release of the foreigners inde- 
pendently of Li Hung Chang’s mediation. In 
ministerial circles MacArtney’s declaration 
has caused the greatest interest and excite- 
ment. There is hope that the report the 
secretary of the Chinese Embassy gave the 
world the day after the reported massacre 
of the legations that they might be held as 
hostages and not murdered is likely to be 
fulfilled. 

Pritchard Morgan, M, P., said tonight: 

“If Li Hung Chang arrives safely at 
Pekin, which I do not doubt, he will put an 
end to the doubt concerning the safety of the 
legations. At most the Chinese authorities 
may detain them as hostages until it is made 
plain there will be no attempt at a partition 
of the country by the powers, of which the 
Chinese are intensely apprehenstve.“ 


Minister Holds to His Assertion.

Washington, D. C., July 238.—[Special.]—

It seems impossible to get all the powers 
to determine upon a leader, and it is likely 
that the question will be left to the com- 
manders at.Tien. Tsin, who will elect their 
own commander-in-chief. 

This suggestion has been put in the in- 
structions sent to Nagasaki for Genera) 
Chaffée, and when that officer reaches that 
port he will be advised of the policy of this 
government respecting the part we are to 
take in the operations. 

There is some chance that Chaffee himself 
will be chosen, mainly on account of the 
service and experience he has had in cam- 
paigns and the fact that he represents a 
government removed from the ambitions 
entertained by the powers, 

In the selection of a commander-in-chief 
the Washington authorities do not expect 
it will follow as a matter of course that the 
senior officer at Tien Tsin will be chosen. 
That officer may not have had the requisite 
service, which probably would govern the 
electors, 


Peril in Further Delay. 
It is considered vastly important, at all 
events, that the commander- be 


named without further delay, and it is un- 
derstood that General Chaffee has been ad- 
vised to press the matter to a settlement. 
Until a commander-in-chief is chosen noth- 
ing can be done, and already the results of 
a lack of a head are perceptible in the con- 
fusion which reigns at Tien Tein. 

The government has abandoned hope of 
doing anything before July 30 at the earliest 
possible date. It may be that nothing can 
be accomplished before Aug. 1. 

General Chaffee will have only 3,700 troops 
to command on Aug. 1—the Ninth and Four- 
teenth Infantry, eight troops of the Sixth 
Cavalry, and the Inarines. It will be some 
time, perhaps Sept. 1, before the remaining 
troops designated for service in China reach 
that country. 

There was some talk of selecting as com-

Great Orders for Supplies. 

A vast quantity of supplies has been 
bought by the army Quartermasters. Fully 
two million dollars’ worth of quartermias- 
ters stores, including clothing and camp 
equipage, have been purchased under con- 
tracts made during the last two weeks, 
and the Quartermaster General is prepar- 
ing a call for bids for one million dollars’ 
worth of material. The bids will be opened 
at Boston, Chicago, and Philadelphia. 

The Quartermasters are considerably ex- 
ercised by the fact that the usual methods 
of heating tents will not suffice in China. 
While cold weather in that country does 
not come until Nov. 1, it becomes necessary 
to provide the means of heating the places 
to be occupied by our soldiers. 

The so-called tent stove issued to the 
army is intended for the consumption of 
wood only, and as wood is not obtainable 
in China the present stoves must be altered 
so as to burn coal, which, is is hoped, will 
be procured in abundance. There is a 
proposition to make use of oll for heating 
purposes, but there are difficulties in the 
way of transportation, while it is not cer- 
tain by any means that such material will 
be always obtainable. 

The Quartermasters are giving their con- 
sideration to the alteration of the present 
stove to the peculiar conditions of the pos- 
sible next winter’s service in China. 

It is probable that General James H. Wil- 
son, under orders to China, will be made a 
Brigadier General of regulars. He is an ap- 
é plicant for such a commission, which will be 

vacant on the retirement of General Joe 
Wheeler in September. At that time Wilson 
will have one to serve, although in that 
time the President may, under the law, place 
him on the retired list.

Health Department Issues a Tabulated 


Statement—Fewe: Children Suc- 
i b Despite Increase of Popula-

Chicago’s death rate is decreasing. The 
falling off in the rate has caused the Health 
department to issue a tabulated table show- 
ing by comparison the deaths by periods Uf 
five years since 1880. 

The report shows that whereas there were 


522 deaths, or more than one-half, under 8 


years of age out of every 1,000 deaths in the 
first five-year period, 1880-1884, there were 
only 388 such deaths out of every 1,000 during 
the five-year period ending Dec. 31, 1890, a 
reduction of more than one-fourth.

TUGMEN FURIOUS AT SMITH FOR 
ASSAULTING COOK WITH AX. 


Commander of the Perfection Ap- 
proaches the River, but Does Not 
Enter—Boatmen Declare His on- 
slaught on George Wilson in Racine 
Harbor Was Brutal and Unwarrant- 
ed—Condition of the Injured Man 
Cannot Be Learned. | 


Trouble is in store for Captain William 
Smith of the tug Perfection, who is reported 
to have struck one of his crew over the head 
with an ax in Racine harbor on Sunday 
afternoon. All day yesterday a crowd of 
from ten to twenty angry tugmen were con- 


of the Dunham Towing company waiting for 
the Perfection to arrive in port. When the 
tug touched the dock and Captain Smith 
left his vessel and came on shore they in- 
tended to assault him. The tugmen declare 
that his assault upon one ot his men, be- 
lieved to be Cook George Wilson, was un- 
warranted and brutal, and when he reaches 
shore and is no longer protected by the 
marine laws they intend to punish him for 
his action. 


Ouce during the day the Perfection was 
seen in the lake off the mouth of the river. 
It did not enter the river, however, and later 
it disappeared, and has not been seen since. 


Seen to Drop as if Dead. 

There is much anxiety among the tugmen, 
and some declare that Captain Smith does 
not wish to enter the river because of trou- 
ble in sight. When the man, believed 
to have been Wilson, was hit over the head 
with an ax on Sunday he was seen to drop 
to the deck as if dead. According to the 
men on the tug Prodigy, which was near the 
Perfection when Captain Smith assaulted’ 
the man, there is a possibility that he was 
killed. It is impossible to learn whether 
their suppositions are correct or not until 
the Perfection enters some harbor. It is 
not believed that it will do so for a day or 
go, as the tugs on outer duty generally are 
out In the lake for two or three days without 
touching land. 

The assault upon a member of the crew 
of the Perfection occurred on Sunday after- 
noon while the tug was in Racine harbor. 
It was witnessed by the members of the 
crew of the tug Prodigy, also of the Dunham 
line of the Great Lakes Towing company, 
which was lying near the Perfection. 


Said to Have Been Intoxicated. 


When the tug Perfection tied up in Racine 
harbor on Sunday afternoon the men were 
given shore leave, and they spent their time } 
in saloons in that town. When they re- 
turned to the boat some of them, it is said, 
were under the influence of liquor. They 
were clumsy in getting on the boat and 
making preparations for leaving port, and 
this angered Captain Smith. Just as the ves- 
gel was about to leave Smith ordered George 
Wilson, one of the crew, to take a clinker 
from the grate and dump it in the harbor. 
Wilson attempted to obey the order, but as 
the clinker was a heavy one, as he tried to 
lift it over the rail he let it fail. It broke into 
several pieces on the deck. 

Smith shouted at Wilson and swore at him. 
Wilson said something to Captain Smith in 
reply. Then the Captain, it is said, seized an 
ax and hit Wilson on the head with it. Ac- 
cording to the men on the Prodigy the ax 
entered the skull at the rear of the head and

at its height. 


Made Money by His Inventions. 

Esmond is 25 years old and has a wife and 
four children, who live at 115 East Fifty- 
third street, in close and uncomfortable 
quarters. He first gained prominence dur- 
ing the World's Fair, when he invented a 
device for the photographic camera of con- 
siderable utility. This invention was fol- 
lowed by others and only recently he orig- 
inated a contrivance whereby the harsh, 
whirring sound of the cinematograph, when 
in operation, was obliterated. 

For these inventions he received varying 
sums, from a few hundred up to $5,000. Dur- 


ing the last six years he is said to have 


received $15,000 for the achievements of his 
brain and mechanical ingenuity, every cent 
of which, his wife declares, has been squan- 
dered in riotous living. 

“For four months past,“ declared Mrs. 
Esmond yesterday, he has been spending 
money right and left, while I and the chil- 
dren were left to get along as best we could. 
People, all frierids of his, have been com- 
ing to the house looking’ for him in vain, 
and many have told me stories of his pass- 
ing worthless checks upon them. From 
the proceeds of this he has been able to con- 
tinue his wild conduct until it has him be- 
hind the bars. 


Wife Foresaw the End. 

„All this trouble has come from his being 
what is called a ‘ good fellow.’ Instead of 
spending the money upon his family he re- 
served it for his friends, and when the money 
was gone he resorted to desperate devices 
to gain some more. And the end has been 
just what I foresaw.” 

The police say that Esmond his 
swindling operations almost entirely to his 
friends, his favorite scheme of raising money 
being to induce them to cash checks for 
small amounts. When the checks were re- 
turned from the bank stamped “ worthless ” 
Esmond promised to make them good, but 
instead continued his career. : 

The charge upon which he was arrested 
was preferred by W. H. Holahan, 300 Hast 
Sixtieth street, a bicycle dealer. Holahan 
says Esmond borrowed a bicycle of him and 
failed to return it. Holahan believes he 
sold it. Dr. 8. Walker, eye specialist, 5419 
Woodlawn avenue, sold Esmond a pair of 
glasses for $7. Esmond, it is charged, gave 
the optician a check for $15 and received the 
change. The check proved to be worthless. 
A. G. Cooper, a merchant at Fifty-third 
street and Lake avenue, cashed a check for 
$10 for Esmond, which was returned as 
worthless. Captain Colleran has also been 
looking for Esmond on similar charges.

He treated his children with ex- 
treme cruelty, repeatedly beating them into 
insensibility. At one time, in particular, dur- 
ing Jester’s young manhood he followed his 
brothers for two days with the expressed 
intention of killing them for some fancied 
insult over a trivial matter. Another time 
he came to his mother’s home, had some 
words with his sister, and knocked her 
down with a club, and when she tried to 
escape from him he attacked her with a 
knife and stabbed her in the arm, inflicting 
a wound from which the blood flowed freely. 


Jester Was Restless. 

John Thompson of Dalton, Ind., on cross- 
examination, sald he was sure Jester was 
restless when he was exhibiting the calf, but 
was not so sure that Jester said he won the 
calf by playing cards, but thought he said 
that he bought the outfit, together with the 
bay team, from the young mah for $500. The 
witness said he did not know what he was to 
get by attending this trial. 80 far he had 
been paid $30 by the prosecution, and he ex- 
pected to be paid for his time and to be com-

STREET CAR PLANS. OFFERED. 
General Railway Company Sends a Pro- 


posal to the Commission—Little 


The propositions of the Chicago General | 


railway company for a test of the city’s right 
to obtain municipal ownership of street car 
grants, and its proposals for graded fares on 
two lines which it will operate if given the 
franchises will be considered by the Street 


Car commisison tomorrow. The proposals 


of the street car company, which have been 
published, were sent to the commission by 
Charles L. Bonney, general counsel of the 
company. The proposition of the company 
is that it will waive all technical objections’ 
against a suit which may be brought to

Another offer of the com- 
pany is to operate its cars from the Illinois 
Central station to the Northwestern station 
on a three-cent fare and to carry trunks 
and packages at a cost not exceeding 25 
cents.

Active Operations Thought to Be Work 


of the Two De Wets and Steyn’s 

Forces, Numbering About 2,000— 

General Broadwood Wants Supplies 

for 3,000 Men and Horses—Reports 

from Pretoria Tell of Results Ac- 
complished by Methuen. 


LONDON, July 23.—General De Wet has 
again succeeded in cutting Lord Roberts’ 
communications, both by railway and tele- 
graph, and captured 100 of the Highlanders. 
The story of the federal commander’s bold 
raid comes in the form of a _ telegram 
from General Forestier-Walker, dated at 
Cape Town, Sunday, July 22, forwarding a 
dispatch from General Knox, as follows: 

** KROONSTAD, July 22.—Following from 
Broadwood, sent by @ispatch rider to Hon- 
ingspruit, wired thence to Kroonstad: 
Have followed commando since July 16. 
Hard, sharp fighting at Palmietfontein July 
19. Prevented from pursuing laager by dark- 
ness. Eight hundred Boers found. Our 
casualties five killed and seventy-six wound- 
ed. Reach Vaalkrantz today. Enemy 
doubled back through Paardekraal in dark- 
ness. Shall march tomorrow to Roode Vaal 
station. Send supplies for 3,000 men and 
horses, also any news of the enemy’s move- 
ments. I believe the commando consists of 
2,000 men and four guns and is accompanied 
by President Steyn and both the De Wets.’ ” 


Railway and Telegrapll cut. 
General Knox continued; The wire and 
main line of the railway north of Honing- 
spruit have been cut and also the telegraph 
te Pretoria, via Potchefstroom. According 
to my information De Wet has crossed the 
railway and is going north.“ Tih 
Capture One Hundred Highlanders.

The railway has been cut north of Hon- 
ingspruit, and a supply train and 100 High- 
landers captured by the enemy. A report 
was received this morning that a large force 
of the enemy is moving on Honingspruit.

Roberts Confirms Reports. 
The War office has received a telegram 
from Lord Roberts dated Pretoria, Sunday, 
July 22, which repeats the news contained 
in the telegram from General Forestier- 
Walker, given above, and continues: 
“Methuen continued his march after the 
occupation of Heckport and engaged the 
enemy’s rear guard at Zindsfontein, July 20. 
Casualties, one killed and one wounded. 
Early Saturday he attacked the enemy 
again at Oliphants Nek and completely dis- 
persed them, inflicting heavy loss. Our cas- 
ualties were slight. By these successes 
Rustenburg has been relieved and Methuen 
and Baden-Powell have joined hands. 
“Hunter reports that Bruce Hamilton se- 
cured a strong position on the Spitzray yes- 
terday with a battery and the Cameron 
Highlanders and 500 mounted men. Our 
casualties were three of the Camerons killed 
and Captain Keith-Hamilton of the Ox- 
fords, Captain Brown and Lieutenant Stew- 
art and thirteen men of the Camerons 
wounded.” 
Severe Fighting at Derdepoort.

“There has been severe fighting during

FOUND KUMASSI STARVING. 


Colonel Willcocks Returns to Coast with 
the Broken-Down Def of 
tze Garrison. | 


FUMSU, July 22. The Kumassi relief col - 
umn has just arrived here from Kumassi, 
which it left on July 17, bringing the oid gar- 
rison—about twenty fairly fit men, seventy 
broken down invalids, and some women and 
children, in a pitiful condition. |

The casualties of Colonel Willcocks 
were two officers wounded, two natives 
killed, and seventeen wounded. 

On finding Kumassi in such a te le con- 
dition Colonel Willcocks, after cutting bush 
and burning the bodies, placed whole 
force upon half rations, an arrangement 
cheerfully borne. No opposition was met 
on the return. 

Colonel Willcocks describes his entrance 
into Kumasst as presenting a scene of horror 
and desolation, burned houses and dead 
bodies being visible on all sides. He adds 
that the native soldiers were too weak to 
stand, and that the British officers thanked 
God for the relief, as a few days more, they 
declared, would have seen the end.

He said:

Now, I want 
to say that there is no law in the bill of 
rights or in the constitution that I know 
anything about, or in any other bill, which 
will permit an assemblage of armed people 
to come together for any purpose except 
that designated by law. It is opposed to the 
law, even for a military organization, un- 
less it is done under the forms prescribed 
by statute. It is against the law for an 
armed assemblage to assemble anywhere 
for any purpose unless it is done by virtue 
of an organization under the military law. 
The rights claimed for the citizens are the 
rights of the individual citizen to bear arms 
openly. That is not a right guaranteed to 
a mob, as they are designated by some of 
the witnesses- who have testified here con- 
cerning the parties who came down on the 
train. In addition to that, whether it be 
a mob or not, they have a right to assemble 
and petition, but they have no right to come 
and arm themselves and then go to the as- 
sembly for the purpose of petitioning or for 
any other purpose.“ 

Objects to Court’s Remarks. 


Thtre was further debate between the 
court and Mr. Brown, who finally said, after 
several irritating remarks, which were 
sharply met: “I beg to close this argu- 
ment because I cannot afford to debate this 
question with the court, and I want to enter 
an objection to the remarks of the court as 
to the character of evidence that has been 
produced before this jury and to entering 
an expression of his opinion.” 

By the court: And you can enter an ex- 
ception of the court to the continued reitera- 
tion upon the part of the senior cousel for 
the defense injecting statements in the pres- 
ence of the jury to the court, which the court 
believes is not addressed to the court, but to 
the audience.“ 

A general tilt between the attorneys fol- 
lowed, which lasted until Judge Cantrill ad- 
journed court for the noon recess. 

The evidence of the day was in support of 
the establishment of a conspiracy to kill 
Goebel, and others besides the defendant on 
trial were involved.

GOVERNOR TANNER WILL 
NOT INTERFERE IN CASE 
of MRS, M’CREA, 


Declares That Since She Did Not Go to 
Him with the Matter He Will Not 
Affront Discipline by Reviewing Lin- 
coln Park Board’s Act of Dismissal. 


Springfield, III., July 23.—[Special.]—The 
discharge of Mrs. Anetta E. McCrea, the 
landscape gardener, by the Board of Trus- 
tees of Lincoln Park will not be considered 
by Governor Tanner. Hesaidtonight: “If 
Mrs. McCrea had brought her grievance to 
mo I would have heard the evidence from 
her and from the members of the Park board 
and passed upon the merits of the contro- 
versy. Instead of doing so, however, it 
seems that Mrs. McCrea has decided to have 
her case tried in the newspapers. 

„For me to take up the matter now and 
request the reinstatement of Mrs. McCrea 
would be to take away the power of the Park 
commission—an act that would prove dis- 
astrous to discipline.“ 

Mrs. McCrea had not learned of Governor 
Tanner’s attitude in the matter yesterday 
morning. She expressed a belief that he 
would make tnquiries into the case and see 
that justice be done. She said she would lay 
the matter before him when he comes to Chi- 
cago in a few days. 

Mrs. McCrea hurled defiance at Superin- 
tendent Paul Redieske’s order of dismissal 
yesterday. Completely ignoring the order 
she assumed her duties on the park grounds 
in the morning and directed her “ force,” 
which since Saturday has been diminished 
from forty to two men. 

“Say, John,” said Mrs. McCrea to the 
water man, vou are squirting too much 
water on those roses. Can't you see you are 
tearing all the soil away from the roots? 

Then Mrs. McCrea went to her office in the 
conservatory and spent the day in designing 
landscape schemes and planning the 
abolition of certain “ whirligig” flower 
beds. 

State Senator Fred Busse denies that he, 
with Commissioner Michael Shields and 
Superintendent Redieske, controls the pat- 
ronage of the Twenty-second Ward. “I 
haven’t as much influence with the Lincoln 
Park board as I am credited with having.“ 
he said. ‘“ The board seldom pays any at- 
tention to my suggestions. I know nothing 
whatever of the dismissal of Mrs. McCrea. 
In reply to Commissioner Lloyd J. Smith's 
intimation that I sought the dismissal of the 
woman gardener, I will say that I think he 
had as much to do with her dismissal as any 


one.

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REVERSE STAATS-ZEITUNG CASE 


Appellate Court Judges Rule That ! 
Trustees Must Act Together in 


By the order of the Appellate Court the 
decree of the Circuit Court in the suit of 
Emil Mannhardt against the Illinois Staats- 
Zeitung company has been reversed. The 
litigation arose out of a difference of opin- 
ion among the shareholders concerning the 
mortgaging of the property of the company 
to secure an indebtedness of $100,000. The 
right of W. H. Lee, as one of the executors 
of the Hesing estate, to vote the estate's 
stock without the concurrence of Charles 
F. Pietsch, the other executor, was ques- 
tioned in a bill filed in the Circuit Court. A 
temporary order enjoining the mortgaging 
of the pfoperty was dissolved for want of 
equity. The appeal now decided was from 
the order dissolving the order and dismissing 
the suit. The Appellate Court holds that 
Pietsch and Lee, as trustees, could only act 
in concurrence.

Rasmus T. Troldahl, who was. arrested 
Bunday night charged with obtaining money 
ander false pretenses by selling steamer 
tickets or orders for steamer transportation 

' which proved to be valueless, still occupies 
a@ cell at the Harrison Street Police Station; 
his clerk, Rastus M. Peterson, 803 North 
Aftésian avenue, is under arrest, and de- 
teetives are looking for his brother, Johannes 
Troldahl, who was also employed by the 
ticket broker and who, it is reported, left 
‘Chicago Sunday night late for Racine, Wis. 
Troldahl's place of business, 171 Harrison 
street,’ was closed yesterday by a Deputy 
Sheriff on attachments t the 
property of Tholdahl. 

The Troldahl case is a complicated one. 
Rasmus T. Troldahl has been a steamship 
and railroad ticket agent in this city for 
nearly twelve years, and during the busy 
days of the Worid's Fair is said to have 
cleared from $500 to $800 daily. In those 
days he was what is termed a high- flyer, 
sand it has been within the last year or 80 
only that complaints have reached the Police 
department of alleged shady transactions 
on the part of himself and his employés. 


Police Hear Many Complaints. | 

The police at the Harrison Street Station 
claim that they have had not less than fifty 
persons come to them with stories concern- 
ing how they had lost money through the 
Troldahl agency, and they place the result 
of Troldahl's alleged swindling at thousands 
ot dollars. Most of the complaints were 
made by persons who could speak but little 
English and who did not have the means or 
the intelligence to inaugurate a prosecution. 
In other cases the amounts were so small 
that the victims did not care to gointocourt 
and get justice. 

From what could be learned persons claim 
to have been swindled by the Troldahl agency 
out of sums ranging all the way from §2 to 
$1,300, the latter being the amount a North- 
‘western railway flagman named Hardt and 
his wife loaned to Rasmus T. Troldahl on an 
unsecured note dated July 9, 1800, and paya- 
ble one year from date, and still unpaid. 

Two warrants were sworn out yesterday in 
the Troldahl matter, one charging Rastus M. 
Peterson, Troldahi’s clerk, with obtaining 
from Carl Jacobson, 1572 North Maplewood 
avenue, $49, and the other charging Jo- 
hannes Troldahl with the same offense. 


Boy in Charge and No Ticket. 


- Jacobson says he went into Troldahl’s place 
of business last Friday to purchase a ticket 
from Chicago to Esbjerg, Denmark. He was 
waited on by Peterson and Johannes Trol- 
dahil, he says, who told him that if he would 
deposit $49 with them they would have his 
ticket for him by 2 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. Jacobson was to take a 3 o’clock 
train for New York. He says when he went 

10 the Troldahl agency yesterday afternoon 
he found a boy in charge and no ticket. Fear- 
ing something wrong he reported the matter 
to Policeman Flannigan, who took Jacobson 
to the

Mrs. Margaret Bowen, proprietor of a 
restaurant on Dearborn street, near the 
depot, declined to discuss her case against 
Troldahl. She swore out a warrant charg- 
ing Rasmus T. Troldahl with obtaining 
$35 from her by false pretenses. She claims 
to have paid Troldahl this sum of money on 
u ticket to be used by her sister, Mrs. Lina 
Leiser, coming from Rotterdam to Chicago, 
and that Troldahl gave her some sort of 
order for the transportation which the 
steainship company refused to honor. She 
was to have paid $46.50 for the ticket, and 
nad paid all but $11.50. She nevertheless 
received from Troldahl what purported to be 
the equivalent of the ticket, which was for- 
warded to her sister. Mrs. Leiser presented 
the Troldahl order at the steamship offices, it 
is alleged, and it was pronounced to be worth- 
less. She then wrote to her sister here and 

the latter had Troldahl arrested. 

_ Bays Nothing in Charges. 
When seen by a TRIBUNE reporter in his 
Sell the agent said he could get all his mat- 
ters straight if he were only given an op- 
portunity. “ There is absolutely nothing in 
Mrs. Bowen's. charges,” he declared.

$9,200 a front foot on each on which to base 
a rental for ninety-nine year leases, and 


Was expected. The report was ordered 
placed on file and will be taken up when the 
interested persons desire to proceed with the 
plan to eliminate the revaluation clauses in 
their leases. The Realty committee present- 
ed a bill of $588 for its services, and it was 


passed. | 

Eugene 8. Pike has a lease of the school 
lot at 161 State street, expiring in 1985. It 
has a frontage of 20 feet and a depth of 88, 
and adjoins Mr. Pike's property, feet, 
at the northeast corner of State and Mon- 
roe streets. The rental is $7,200 a 
year until 1005, when, under the present 
lease, it would come up for revaluation. The 
rental was based on a ground value of $120,- 
000, or $6,000 a front foot. Mr. Pike made an

MICHIGAN. 


Barry Brothers Will Meet the Cut Made 
dy Goodrich Company Between Mus- 


kegon and Chicago—Grand Haven 
in Fight. 


Vessels sailing from Chicago to Muskegon 
will soon be carrying freight for only a nom- 
inal rate unless the differences between the 
Goodrich Transportation company and the 
Barry Bros. Steamship company are settled. 
Yesterday afternoon John Barry of the Barry 
Bros. company announced that his line would 
make a cut in the freight rates from Muske- 
gon to Chicago proportional to that made by 
the Goodrich company which is now charg- 
ing only one cent per 100 pounds for carrying 
freight between the two cities. 1 

Not only will the rates between Muskegon 
and Chicago be cut to a minimum figure, but 
the rate war will extend to all ports on the 
great lakes entered by the vessels of the 
two lines. 5 
Miles Barry of the Barry Bros. company is 
now in Grand Haven, where he is making 
preparations to secure docks in that port for 
the vessels of his company to use. Hitherto . 
the Barry line steamers have not stopped at 
Grand Haven, which is an intermediate point 
between Muskegon and Chicago. When the 
Barry line steamers enter this port the rates 
on freight will be cut to four cents per hun- 
dred. H. W. Thorp of the Goodrich line de- 
clares his company will meet this reduction 
and offer a rate of one cent per hundred. 
The Barry line people declare that they will 
meet such a reduction and possibly make 
lower rates. |

Negotiations are under way 
Master Plumbers’ association ane 
men Plumbers’ union, which are said to 
point to a settlement. According to reports 
yesterday the settlement, if effected, will 
have an important bearing on the 
situation in the building industry. The opin- 
ion was prevalent that a restoration of har- 
mony between the contracting plumbers and 
the journeymen would bring about either a 
change of policy in the Building Contractors’ 
council or its gradual disintegration. — 

Great secrecy is observed to prevent any 
details of the conferences between the 
master plumbers and the journeymen becom- 
ing known. The names of those participat- 
ing have been guarded carefully, as well as 
the places of meeting, and representatives of 
both sides do not hesitate to deny emphat- 
ically that any negotiations are in progress. 
It is feared that if the details of the confer- 
ences leak out the effect will be as disastrous 
as in the case of the carpenters recently. 


But One Point Now at Issue.

Much surprise is expressed at the amount 
of grain taken East from Chicago last week 
by the Erie, Nickel Plate, and Grand Trunk 
railways.“ The Board of Trade statement 
shows that the Erie carried more than all 
the other east-bound lines, except the Grand 
Trunk and, Nickel Plate. It is not charged 
that these roads have secured their advan- 
tage by cutting the rates, but that under a 
pooling agreement recently adopted the 
roads are equalizing percentages by diver- 
sion of freight. 

It is understood that for a considerable 
time neither the Erie nor Grand Trunk was 
able to get much flour, grain, or provision 
tonnage. These roads, it is said, threatened 
an open reduction in rates unless there was 
a change, and to prevent this the east-bound 
pool was reorganized, and the other lines 
now permit a diversion of traffic to equalize 
tonnage, similar to the arrangements for- 
merly made by the Joint Traffic association.

Trying Oil on Road Bed. 


Experiments are being made by the Chi- 
cago and Alton with “ dustless roadbed oil.” 
Seventy-five miles of track have been sprin- 
kled with this oll and the officials of the 
road say that for that distance the road is 
entirely free from dust. Another benefit is 
that the ofl kills the weeds on the tracks. 
The oll is of a low grade and not ‘expensive. 
About 2,000 gallons to the mile are required, 
and the first application is said to last for 
a year. The Pengpylvania and other Eastern 
roads have been using this oil successfully 


for more than a year. | 


Rock Island’s Independent Action. 

The Rock Island has filed notice that it 
proposes to take independent action in the 
matter of running additional excursions at 
low rates from Colorado points. It will run 
such excursions on Aug. 10 and Sept. 7 and 
21, in addition to those already announced. 
The rate for these excursions will be one 
fare, plus $2, for the round trip. In addi- 
tion the Rock Island will run a special train, 
leaving Colorado points on Aug. 24, for the 
accommodation of Grand Army business 
coming to the encampment at Chicago. 

Arranging a Traffic Deal. 

Edwin Hawley, President of the Minne- 
apolis and St. Louis and Iowa Central roads, 
Says the negotiations between the lowa 
Central and the Atchispn, Topeka and Santa 
Fé are not yet sufficiently advanced to jus- 
tify him in giving details. but there is little 
doubt that an arrangement will be made 
which should prove beneficial to both com- 
panies. While the Minneapolis and St. 
Louis is not directly concerned in the deal, 
considerable benefit should come to that 
road. Regarding the rumor that the Illinois 
Central was seeking to acquire the Minne- 
apolis and St. Louis, Mr. Hawley said it is 
now too late for any such transaction.
